Interview with top adviser 

Reagan team considers 
permanent force in ME 


CAIRO, Dec. 12 (Agencies) — 
The administration of 
President-elect Ronald Reagan 
is studying the possibility of 


permanently stationing troops 
in the Middle East to ward off 
possible Soviet threats to the 
Gulf, it was reported today. 


The disclosure came in remarks 
Kegjn's lorcign policy adviser. 
Mr. Richard Allen, was reported 
to have made in an interview with 
Cairo's .4/ Am newspaper. In his 
statements Mr. Allen also said the 
new administration would not 
seek comrontalion w ith the ivov lei 
Union, nor u return to the Cold 
War period, but would strive lo 
establish "minimum" inter- 
national security w hich he claimed 
had “disintegrated in the past tour 
years." 

Mr. Alien's coincided with a 
study by Harvard University 
recommending that the United 
Mates triple its rate oi acquiring 
emergency oil stockpiles and build 
up its military presence in the 
Middle East in order to cope bet- 
ter with oil supply distributions. 

Meanwhile, the former U.b. 
ambassador to the United 
Nations. Mr. Andrew Young, said 
in an interview published today 
Mr. Reagan might bund an 
American military base in Israel. 

He told a Beirut weekly 
magazine that once Mr. Reagan 
navi assured Israel ui its security, 
ne would woik towards bringing 
Hie Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation into the Middle East peace 
process. 

Mr. Young, who resigned Ins 
post at tlie U.N. last year because 
oi a controversy over his meeting 
with Palestinian representatives, 
saij t!v new l jdinu istration 
would lace the same problems in 
the Middle East as did the present 
government. 

He said Mr. Reagan would 
strengthen U.S. military ties with 
Israel, “probably to the extent ot 
creating a U.S. military base 
somewhere in t tie Middle 
bast... maybe in Israel.” 

"The aim ol such u base would 
be to have a tangible symbol oi 
U.S. commitment to the survival 
ol Israel,” tic added. 

In Mr. Allen’s interview, con- 
ducted with the editor-tn-chiei ol 

the newspaper, he was asked 
whether concern lor the security 
ol the Middle East and uull would 
lead to tne permanent stationing 
til U.S. troops in the area. 

“Tins matter is under study." lie 
was quoted as saying. “It is natural 
that no one can establish a per- 
manent presence in a place where 
they are not wanted. But it his pre- 
sence is wished, this means nut 
tlie opportunity is available to 
start negotiations on how this 
permanent presence can be lul- 
i tiled." 

Mr. Allen's views followed 
remarks published in New York 
earlier in the day by another 
Regan lorcign ulluirs specialist. 
Mr. Robert Tucker, who said the 
restoration oi western power in 
the uuli is one ol the key security 
issues lacing the United Mutes. 
But Mr. Tucker, writing in the 
influential journal hvreign 
AJ fairs, said the process would 
lead to greater tension with die 
Soviet Union. 

Egypt has ottered temporary 
military laciltties to the United 
States should tr need to delend 
Arab oil-producing countries 


against a Soviet lineal. But it has 
said tne Arab countries concerned 
should lirxt ask lor U.M assistance 
and has made it clear that it would 
not give permanent bases to any ol 
the superpowers. Uman has also 
agreed to oitei simitar facilities. 

Although the United Mates has 
iurm.illy withdrawal! irom 
Bahrain, its navy reportedly main- 
tains a small office in Manama. 

"We are worried about the 
bo' let pulse -taking operations in 
the Middle East." Mr. Allen said 
without elaboration. “We agree 
with the aims ol the “Carter Doc- 
trine* concerning the Jeience ot 
American oil interests in the v_iuli 
region." but he criticised the “Jack 
oi preparations to reintorce" tne 
policy. 

*'\Ve have to understand very 
well tlie meaning ol the phrase 
■security ol the uulf . It it is clear 
to us that uuii security is part ol 
Uie vital national interests ol the 
united Mates, we must tnereiure 
take measures m cooperation with 
our allies jnd friends to safeguard 
tin »» interests." Mr. Alien said . 

Turning to the Arun-lsfueii 
com net, Mr. Allen reiterated the 
new administration’s intentions to 
settle Uie dispute along the broad 
tines oi the u .M- media led Camp 
David accords. But he suggested 
there would be some " mod- 
ifications." that would only be 
made with the approval oi “the 
parties parucipaung in the pu*- 
oess.” 

He declined to say whether this 
would involve inviting immediate 
Jot danun participation in ongoing 
talks among tilt- united States. 
Egypt and Israel on autonomy tor 
the 1.2 million Palestinians living 
in the Israel i -occupied West Bank 
ol Jordan and vjjzu Mrip. 

"The Jordanian solution is a 
connotation by the mass media." 
Mr. Allen said. He stressed that 
Mr. Reagan in campaign state- 
ments had merely called for a 
“more active Jordanian role" in 
the peace process and pointed out

In tne wake oi Mr. Reagan's 
c^mpai^n statements. Egypt 
stressed that it disagreed with the 
immediate involvement oi Jordan 
in the current stage oi negoti- 
ations. but would welcome it at a

Egy pi’s v lews were* expressed to 
the Reagan team during the visit 
last week to Washington ot \ ice- 
President Hosm Mubarak. He 
reiterated Cairo’s argument that 
involving Jordan now could be 
interpreted to mean that the West 
Bank is part oi Jordanian ter- 
ritory.

Israel, S. Airica 
tighten trade imks 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. Dec. 12 (Agencies) — Israel and Miuth 
Alnca today announced a series oi economic agreements and 
brushed aside international criticism oi their growing relations. 

South Alnca has agreed in principle to increase its quota ol coal to 
Israel and to sell it on credit. Israeli hnunce Ministry olticiuls said. 

bouth Alnca has already agreed to sell Israel one million tonnes ol 
coal but Israel is now seeking three million tonnes. 

The Israeli oiliciais also said agreement in principle had been 
reached to increase Israel's fishing rights oil the bouth African coast. 

In a news conlerence summing up a visit by South African binjnee 
Minister Owen Horwood. plans were disclosed lor South African 
investment in Israeli research and development projects and lor 
South A tricun credits to Israel ol Slob million. 

Israel also will be allowed to sell government bonds lor the lirst 
time in south Africa up to a ceiling oi S25 million. 

The United Nations and some lelt-wmg Knesset members have 
alien condemned Israel's ties with South Alnca as supporting apar- 
theid. But Israeli Einance Minister Yigael Hurvitz. sard countries do 
not conduct business on the basis ol agreement or disagreement with 
each other's internal policies. 

Israel also has been criticised lor selling arms to boutli Airicj.and 
there have been peisistent reports — denied by both countries — ol 
cooperation in developing nuclear weapons.

Mr. Genscher said in a radio 
interview that Mr. Brezhnev’s 
proposal tor the Guit region 
deserved study. 

“It must be analysed in detail 
and then a judgment is possible, 
but one thing can already be said: 
Anyone who wants to make 
suggestions for this region to 
guarantee security must surely 
first end the occupation of 
Afghanistan,” he said. 

The Soviet presence in 
Afghanistan did not tit into the 
picture of a regional settlement 
based on self-determination for all 
countries, and without sell- 
determination there could be no 
solid peace, he added. 

EGYPT echoed the West Ger- 
man reaction, terming Mr. 
Brezhnev's proposal “ironical.’’ 
especially because Soviet troops 
are occupying Afghanistan. “It is 
strange and even ironical that the 
ia 


Soviet Union propose such a thing 
at a time when they are occupying 
Atghanistan,” a senior Foreign 
Ministry otticiai said yesterday. 
He pointed out that countries in 
the region oliered bases or 
facilities to the United States in 
reaction to the Soviet invasion ol 
Afghanistan. 

“Egypt continues to up hold the 
need to keep this region non- 
aligned but at the same time it 
understands the needs of indi- 
vidual countries in the region to 
seek security against what they see 
as possible threats to their 
sovereignty alter tlie invasion of 
Afghanistan.” the official said. 

Egypt has ottered military 
facilities to the United State’s 
should Washington be called upon 
by Arab oil exporters to delend 
them against Soviet threats. 

CHINA has accused the Soviet 
Union ol not living up to its own 
obligations as stated in Mr. 
Brezhnev's peace plan for die 


Gulf. 

Tlie New China News Agency 
(NCNA) said Mr. Brezhnev had 
denied the existence ot a Soviet 
“threat" in bodi the Gull" region 
and Pakistan. 

“According to Brezhnev, not to 
use lorce. respect the status of 
non-alignment, etc., are not appl- 
icable to the Soviet invasion ot 
Afghanistan. That is to say. Mr. 
Brezhnev’s peace plan lor the 
Gulf area is only applicable to 
others rather than die Soviet 
Union," NCNA said. 

Mr. Brezhnev also came under 
China's lire lor pushing Pakistan 
to normalise its relations with the 
Kabul regime to make the world 
regard its occupation ol Afghanis- 
tan us u J:u t accompli. 

As a supporter oi the Indian 
Ocean a» a peace zone, the Soviet 
leader had deliberatey failed. 
NCNA said, to make any mention 
of the "huge” Soviet licet and 
bases in die Indian Ocean. 


KUWAIT welcomed Mr. 
Brezhnev's, recommendation 
against the establishment of any 
foreign military base* or presence 
in the Gull. 

“Kuwait has always demanded 
that the Gull, the Indian Ocean 
and the Arab Sea should be kept 
clear of superpower conflicts and 
international alliances.” Mr. 
Abdul Aziz Hussein. Kuwait’s 
minister ol state for cabinet 
allairs, declared yesterday in a 
press statement. 

“We believe the Gull region 
should remain an area of stability 
through the exclusion ol foreign 
intervention and international 
rivalries,” he added. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper At Rai 
At Aum described the Brezhnev 
proposal as "a good plan that 
echoes what all of us in the Gulf 
and the Arab region have been 
calling tor.’’ 

“The Soviet plan has placed the 
ball in the United States' court 


inasmuch us the United States has 
been anxious to saieguard iLs oil 
shipments from an alleged Soviet 
threat." the paper added. 

The Soviet threat had been 
invoked by the United States “as u 
pretext to ensure its control ot the 
Arab danger and barring the 
Arabs Irom exercising sovereignty 
over their oil," the papier said. 

it suggested that the “accep- 
tance of the Soviet scheme by the 
slates concerned and by the 
United States and its allies will 
make unnecessary and no longer 
justilied the Soviet military pre- 
sence- in Afghanistan. Ethiopia 
and South Yemen." 

The English-language daily 
Arab Ti/ries said. "The Brezhnev 
plan carries our support. Indeed it 
is no dillerent irom what the Cult 
states have asked lor all along. 
The West can do a great deal in 
implementing the plan. " 

"The Brezhnev oiler is a chal- 
lenge to the West, which must now 


react to it positively. But how tar 
the West with its suspicions ol 
Soviet motives and statements will 
give credence to the Kremlin's lat- 
est move ts another matter." it 
added. 

A l i nit tad. a newspaper in the 
United Arab Emirates, rejected 
the Brezhnev plan “as nothing but 
a scheme to increase tension and 
to create spheres of influence in 
the Gulf region."

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ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’L Jordan’s withdrawal of its troops from the border region 
v/ith Syria dearly manifests the country's desire to defuse the 
tension of the situation. It is not only a bid to support Saudi 
Arabia’s mediation efforts, but comes in response also to Syria’s 
troop withdrawals. 

Tills posi live step on both sides of the border will tend to create 
a healthy atmosphere for reconciliation and a return to efforts 
aimed at boosting Arab solidarity because we believe that the real 
conflict is with the Zionist enemy. 

Naturally the easing of tension in the border region is seen by 
Israel as conflicting with its own interests and wishes. Israel could 
not help rejoicing during the Syrian- Jordanian crisis over the 
possibility that the Arab armies might clash. 

Therefore it is not surprising to hear Israel’s information media 
trying to rekindle the tension and to stir up trouble by describing 
the easing of tension as a victory tor one side and a defeat for the 
other. 

Jordan has always called, and will continue to call, for the 
strengthening of Arab solidarity and the creation of constructive 
atmosphere, so that the Arabs can join forces in their struggle to 
regain their rights and stand up against Israel’s challenges and 
threats. 


AL DUSTOUR: His Majesty King Hussein's address to Jordanian 
and Iraqi troops Tuesday caused a renaissance of hope among 
those Arabs who had lost heart in the struggle to liberate their 
usurped territory. 

The King made it dear that the Amman Arab summit laid the 
groundwork for joint Arab action and Arab solidarity, and also 
created a suitable atmosphere for the .Arabs to work freelytoward 
achieving their goals. 

He told the troops that the resolutions of the 1 1 th Arab summit 
will benefit the Palestinians and their cause, it is on the land of 
Palestine that real steadfastness should be displayed, and for the 
A rab cause that Arab potentialities should be mobilised. 

The current challenges cannot be confronted and the resto- 
ration of Arab rights cannot be achieved without the mibilisation 
oi Arab potentialities. Therefore, as King Hussein said, there 
should be no conflict among the Arabs themselves, since they 
have a common enemy; and they should exert their total efforts 
towards their common goals. This, he said, can be achieved only in 
an atmosphere of understanding among brothers.

"The idea ol regional planning 
is a new one in Jordan." Mr. 


Momuni said. He told the Jordan 
Times that the idea ol undertaking 
such planning lor development 
arose as a result ol the capital's 
becoming "so densely populated” 
and crowded with various indus- 
trial centres that it has become dit- 
ticuJt to provide ai) basic services 
adequately. 


Amman became the first region 
with special development plans to 
govern the distribution ot its popu- 
lation and industries in 1975. 
Later, the Amman region was 
joined in this distinction by part ol 
Baiqa Governorate due to’ the lack 
ot distinct boundaries between the 
two areas, according to officials at 
the ministry ot Municipal and 
Rural Affairs. 

Early in 1977. a study on the 
Amman region was completed; 
and the government decided to 
’’generalise” regional planning to 
cover the whole country, uiough 
the idea came about first as a 
result ot the need to promote 
development in Amman. 

“A study ot the Irbid region was 
launched in 1978 in cooperation 
with Japanese planning experts.” 
Mr. Momani said. The study 
covered all ot Irbid Governorate 
except the northern Jordan V alley 
and rne desert region, he said. 

Late in the year, the study was 
/atitied by the ministerial 
development committee and the 
cabinet. Mr. Momani said all 
recommendations contained in 
the study were included in the 
five-year development plan ot 
1976-80. 
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Though the government has 
decided to extend regional plan- 
ning to cover all parts oi the coun- 
try, some areas have not been 
Studied yet. "We have staried to 
think ol bringing economic and 
social development to the south- 
ern region in cooperation with a 
German team, such studv would 
be more detailed." Mr. Momani 
said. 

He added that a study ol tin.* 
human resources and natural 
potential ol the Karak region is 
also under way. but there are some 
financial problems involved in 
meeting the expenses ol the studv . 

Mr. Momani also stud that there 
is a possibility ot including one 
more region m Jordan: the desert. 

"Each ol the regions in the 
country has special charac- 
teristics.” and development plans 
will be designed raking these 
characteristics into account, he 
said. The Amman region, lor 
example, is generally industrial 
and commercial in character, and 
development in die capital should 
be geared to promote tnosc 
economic activities in particular. 


Officials at the Ministry ol Mun- 
icipal and KuraJ Affairs told me 
Jordan Time-, that Irbid Gov- 
ernorate is mainly agricultural, 
and would be developed along 
i i lose lines. They added that the 
southern region is mamlv tuuns- 
uc. but also, to some extent, 
agricultural.

Returning to the sta$

W£ AGAIN say that Egypt’s departure from the 
ranks of Arab unity, and its involvement in the 
U.S.-Zionist strategy, was a serious matter — but 
it was not deadly. Joint Arab action as formulated 
at the Baghdad summit was an appropriate reply 
to Camp David, and a true expression of the inde- 
pendence of the Arab will and of commitment to 
the pan-Arab principles. This is so for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

— Because this action was collective. 

— Because it went beyond the conventional 
political formulas which have characterised Arab 
political thought for two decades without achiev- 
ing any substantive results. 

— Because for the first time, it went beyond the 
formulas or regional alliances with the super- 
powers operating in the area. The friends of the 
United States, the friends ot the Russians and the 
friends of pan-Arab action stood together, each 
lor their own reasons, face to face with the Egy- 
ptian regime’s relinquishment of the cause. 

The Arab position after the Baghdad summit 
was effective, considering the dynamics of the 
international forces prevailing in the area, it was a 
position which encouraged independent Euro- 
pean action, because Europe found itself incap- 
able of supporting the American involvement in 
Camp David. It also attracted the support of 
Islamic and African international groupings, 
which gave the Palestinian voice its considerable 
weight at the United Nations and solidified the 
wall of isolation encircling Israel. 

And now? Now that the “Steadfastness and 
Confrontation Front” has deviated trom the 
Baghdad summit formula, what will happen? 

— The following is happening and will happen: 

— The Europeans will go back on any Middle 
East initiative not in tine with Washington's pol- 
icy, because the involvement of the Europeans in 
the region will make them 1 party to the inter-Arab 
dispute; not to the Arab-Zionist or the Arab- 
American dispute. Europe wants to avoid such \ 
involvement; it is coDtentsimply to play the role of 
an arras seller and an oil buyer. 

— African support of the Arab cause will dimin- 
ish, and Israel will resume its infiltration of Africa 
through the gaps opened by the regime of Colonel 
Qadhafi in those countries which have broken otf 
relations with Tripoli. Why should Africa support 
a cause about which the people most concerned 
with it differ, and exchange accusations of bet- 
rayal? 

— Most seriously, the following will happen: 
The division of the Arabs into three groups will 
provide the new U.S. administration with an

investment in a refinery at Yanbu. 

Hitherto the bulk of Saudi oil 
has been bought by the four U.S.

LONDON, Dec. 12 (R) — Share prices edged firmer in quiet 
trading with jobbers generally marking prices higher following the 
recent losses, dealers said.

BALI, Indonesia, Dec. 12 (AP) — 
Delegations from Iran and Iraq 
won't be seated next to one 
another at the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) meeting beginning here 
Monday. 

Sources at Pertamina, 
Indonesia's state oil company, 
said the usual alphabetical seating 
arrangements would be changed 
to keep representatives of the 
warring countries well apart 

"It’s a tough protocol prob- 
lem," said one Pertamina execu- 
tive. 

In alphabetical order, OPEC 
consists of Algeria. Ecuador, 
Gabon. Indonesia, Iran, Iraq, 
Kuwait Libya, Nigeria. Qatar. 
Saudi Arabia, United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE) and Venezuela. 

The Bali meeting of oil minis- 
ters is the first major OPEC 
gathering since Iran and Iraq 
started fighting 82 days ago. The 
13-nation organisation has been 
all but hamstrung by the war and 
feuding between Iraq's friends in 
OPEC, the Arab Gulf states, and 
Iran’s friends, the North African 
producers. 

A summit meeting planned for 
last month in Baghdad to mark the 
organisation's 20tb anniversary 
had to be postponed indefinitely 
as was a conference of OPEC 
finance ministers scheduled for 
Quito, Ecuador in October. 


There had been speculation that 
the Bali meeting would be post- 
poned because of the Gulf war and 
the holding of Iranian Oil Minister 
Mohammad Javad Tunguyan by 
Baghdad. He was captured by- 
Iraqi forces in late October and 
Baghdad maintains he is a pris- 
oner of war. 

The Pertamina sources and 
western diplomats in Jakarta said 
the fact that the meeting is being 
held at all indicates OPEC is 
determined to get its act together 
again no matter what the con- 
ference may achieve. 

The ministers were originally 
scheduled to meet Dec. 15-17. 
One western diplomat said Sheikh 
Zald Vamani. Saudi Arabia’s oil 
minister, plans to fly out of Bali 
late Tuesday, indicating the 
OPEC reunion would last only 
two days. 

No agenda has been released 
for the meeting. It is expected to 
be dosed except for a formal 
opening session addressed by 
Indonesia's President Suharto. 

A review or world oil prices was 
certain, several analysts said, but 
there was no firm indication that 
prices would be boosted. 

"The only thing you can be sure 
about is ihat the price won't be 
lowered." said a bank economist 
who specialises in energy matters. 

The last OPEC conference set

Algeria, Iran and Libya are said 
to be among the price hawks push- 
ing for an increase. Spokesman for 
Venezuela and Indonesia are on 
record as favouring a “moderate" 
price hike.

Saudi Arabia and Qatar are 
believed to support a ipaximum 
limit of $37 a barrel. There has 
been speculation that Saudi 
Arabia might agree to increase its 
prices to the OPEC level if other 
producers don't boost theirs. 

The Gulf war eliminated about 
four million barrels a day (b/d) of 
Iraqi and Iranian crude from 
non -communist markets. Saudi 
Arabia increased its daily pro- 
duction from 9.S milli on b/d to 
10.5 million b/d in October to 
make up some of the loss. 

OPEC prices climbed about 
150 per cent between the end of 
1978 and last summer following 
the Iranian revolution and a sharp 
drop in Iran'^ oil output. 

The increase spurred con- 
servation measures in the West, 
resulting in a buildup of oil inven- 
tories that has insulated con- 
sumers so far from much of the 
impact of the drop in Iranian and 
Iraqi exports. 

Iraq has resumed oil shipments 
via pipelines to the Mediterranean 
across Syria and Turkey. Industry 
sources said this totals about 
80,000 b/d. about one quarter of 
Iraq's pre-war exports of 3.2 mil- 
lion b/d. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (R) — 
Major LLS. car manufacturers, 
already in the red because of fal- 
ling sales, are being further 
squeezed by near-record interest 
rates which are driving potential 
customers away from the show- 
rooms, industry analysts said 
today. 

The analysts said the U.S. car 
industry, a mainstay of the 
economy, was in trouble and 
unlikely to recover until the sec- 
ond quarter next year. 

New models, on which the 
industry is pinning its hopes, were 
unveiled in the autumn but sales in 
the last 10 days of November were 
18 per cent down on a year, ago. 

The three big car makers Gen- 
eral Motors, Ford and Chrysler, 
reported that their total sales in 
that period fell to 141,553 com- 
pared with 197,342 last year. 

Total car sales in the United 
States this year, including imports, 
are expected to fall to around nine 
million compared with 10.7 mil- 
lion last year and 11.3 million in 
1978. 

Commercial interest rates have 
soared to 19 per cent and are 
expected to match or exceed the 
20 per cent record set in April, 
making it even more expensive to 
borrow to buy new cars. 

Additionally many states have 
set interest-rate limi ts on car loans 
that are below prevailing com- 
mercial rates making it more 
attractive lor banks to lend for 
other purchases. 

“The auto industry is in a mess 
and high interest rates make pro- 
jections highly uncertain," said 
Mr. AJ Nelson, an analyst for the 
New York brokerage house A.G. 
Becker incorporated. 

"Credit for autos is essentially 
being rationed and there is no tel- 
ling how long it will last," he 
declared.

HOBART, Dec. 12 (AP) — Indian cricket Captain Sunil Gavaskar 
has taken up the challenge Irom Tasmania Captain Brian Davison to 
try und manufacture a result in the three-day match here in Hobart. 

Today Davison declared Tasmania’s innings at 233 for five, 42 
runs behhind India's first innings of 275. 

At stumps, Gavaskar and fellow opener Chelan Chauhan had 
made 62 runs in only 54 minutes. Gavaskar is 30 not out and C'hetan 
32 not out. 

Today belonged to Tasmania with Davison, David Boon and Rob- 
bie Knight all scoring well. 

Davison was very severe on the limited Indian attack, scoring 76 
not out in only 126 minutes. 

He came to the wicket with Tasmania's score at 1 50 and combined 
in two important partnerships. 

The first was with Boon and they added 43 runs in only 3 1 minutes. 

Later Davison and allroundcr Stuart Saunders added 70 runs for 
the sixth wicket in 81 minutes. 

Boon, 19, finished with 63 runs and it is understood test selector 
Allan Davidson, who was at the match, was impressed with the 
youngster. 

Boon came to the wicket with Tasmania two lor 31. 

He and first drop batsman Robbie Knight combined in a 77-run 
third-wicket partnership. 

Boon battled for 151 minutes and hit eight lours in his innings, 
while Knight battled for 154 minutes for 43. 

India's attack was limited to tour bowlers because of the injury to 
test medium-pacer Karsan Ghavri, who hurt his neck while batting 
yesterday and did not take the field today.

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Poland should decide its own future 



to Soviets: 
invasion 
kill detente’

B RUSSELS, Dec. 12 (R) — NATO’s foreign minis- 
ters said today that Soviet military action in Poland 
would destroy detente and added that western 
nations would strengthen their defences. 


*Thc Soviet menace which 
hangs over Poland," lol lowing 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan and a continuing military 
buildup by the Kremlin 'give 
cause for grave concern." they 
said in a communique alter a 
two-day meeting in Brussels. 

The 15 allies were ‘determined 
to meet any challenge to the free- 
dom and well-being ol their peo- 
ples and to make the efforts and 
sacrilices required lor deterrence 
and delence," the communique 
added. 

"Under present circumstances, 
there is particular need to look to 
delerrence and delence. The allies 
will therelore take, individually or 
collectively, the defence measures 
to meet the growth ol Warsaw 
Pact capabilities and to deter any 
aggression." the communique 
said. 

The NATO ministers agreed 
unanimously that Soviet inter- 
vention in Poland would be met by 
tough political, economic and dip- 
lomatic counter-measures, but 
decided to withhold details of 
specific reprisals under study. 

NATO has already ruled out a 
military response, but alliance 
lorces arc on alert in case Soviet 
action in Poland spills over to 
endanger western security in 
Europe. 

U.S. Secretary of State Edmund 


Muskie told a press conference 
that East- West relations would be 
affected "in an incalculable way 
it the Soviet Union intervened in 
Poland. 

The NATO ministers said 
detente had been seriously dam- 
aged by Soviet actions and “could 
not survive if the Soviet Union 
were again to violate the basic 
rights of any state to territorial 
integrity and independence." 

In the strongest warning signal 
to Moscow since Soviet troops 
began assembling on Polish bor- 
ders two weeks ago, NATO said 
Poland should be lett tree to 
decide its own future. 

"The allies will respect the prin- 
ciple ol non-intervention and 
strongly urge others to do like- 
wise," they said. 

“Any intervention would fun- 
damentally alter the entire inter- 
national situation. The allies 
would be compelled to react in the 
manner which the gravity of this 
development would require." 

Officials said a full-scale Soviet 
invasion ot Poland would meet a 
broad range of counter-measures 
now under study at NATO head- 
quarters in Brussels. 

But there were also plans tor 
less severe reprisals for other con- 
tingencies, such as internal rep- 
ression inside Poland under obvi- 
ous Soviet pressure.

Reagan aides said they expected the president-elect to announce a 
secretary of state next week, probably choosing Gen. Haig or asking 
Mr. Shultz to take the post despite his initial reluctance. 

The cabinet members and cabinet-level advisers named yesterday 
were middle-of-the-road Republicans, mainly with successful experi- 
ence in business and government. 

The other men chosen were business executive Nalcolm Baldridge 
as commerce secretary. Sen. Richard Schweiker of Pennsylvania as 
health secretary- Republican political expert Drew Lems as trans- 
portation secretary and Congressman David Stockman of Michigan as 

budget director. . . 

Mr. Reagan abandoned tradition by not announcing the appoint- 
ments personally, leaving it to spokesman Jim Brady and causing 
speculation that ‘he did not want to be questioned about Gen. Haig. 

Senior Reagan aides refused to say whether any blacks or women 

would be included in the cabinet. . 

Mr. Reagan said last night that a militarily strong United States 
would provide a sounder base from which to negotiate arms limi- 
tation. 

“ Negotiating from a position of strength is better lhan just negotiat- 
ing,’' he said in a speech to the .American Enterprise Institute in 
Washington. 


Obote leading in Ugandan poll 


says Lennon’s death 
end of an era’ 


NEW YORK. Dec. 12 (AH) — 
John Lennon's widow says the 
despair over her husband* s slaying 
is getting out ol hand, and she has 
urged rock fans not to treat his 
death as "the end of an era." 

“So many things are hap- 
pening... people are committing 
suicide. They are sending me tele- 
grams say ing this is the end of an 
era. i'm really so concerned." 
Yoko Ono said yesterday. 

Earlier this week, two people 
apparently despondent over Len- 
non’s death took their own lives. 

Mr. Mark David Chapman, who 
is charged with the shooting of the 
internationally famous rock star, 
was taken to court in a bulletproof 
vest for a hearing yesterday in 
which his court-appointed attor- 
ney withdrew from the case. A 
new lawyer was appointed. 

Lawyer Herbert AdHerbergsaid 
the case was "becoming an albat- 
ross,” with his one-man practice 
interrupted by a flood of tele- 
phone calls from journalists and 
the curious. Mr. Adlerberg denied 
reports that he had received death 
threats. 

Meanwhile, fans continued to' 
mourn Lennon's death, main- 
taining a vigil outside the exclusive 
Dakota apartment building where 
Lennon lived in Manhattan. 

"This has completely devas- 
tated me.” said Miss Pat Whit- 


comb, 30. “ I can t work and I can’t 
sleep. I'm here because 1 feel i just 
have to be with people who under- 
stand what I’m going through." 

About 20 people held a memor- 
ial service for Lennon, who was 
40, at the Illinois state capitol yes- 
terday. 

Miss Ono has asked that ten 
minutes of silence be observed 
worldwide at 2 p.m. (1900 GMT) 
on Sunday to honour Lennon’s 
memory. 

In Miami, Florida, WWWL 
Programme Director Rick Peters 
said 10 Florida stations would go 
off the air for the vigil. Two Ohio 
rock music radio stations, in 
Cleveland and in Cincinnati, said 
they would suspend broadcasting 
for 10 minutes. 

A memorial service was 
scheduled for Sunday at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois campus, and 
Mayor Edward Koch invited New 
Yorkers to observe tbe vigil in 
Central Park where “appropriate 
recorded music” would be played. 

Lennon was cremated in New 
York, and his ashes given to Miss 
Ono to be buried privately at a 
secret place. 

In a recent interview, Lennon 
said he did not believe in worship 
ol the dead. He was also said to 
have an aversion to the cult wor- 
ship at the graves of such stars us 
Elvis Presley. 


KAMPALA, Dec. 12 (AP) — Former president 
Milton Obote' s Uganda People's Congress Party 
(UPC) took an early lead over the Roman 
Catholic-bused Democratic Party (DP), according 
to general election returns announced today by the 
electoral commission. 

Reports on the official Uganda Radio gave the 
UPC 44 seats and Mr. Paul Ssemogererc's DP lb. 
with one seat for the Uganda Patriotic Movement. 

Hail the results in the 126 seats at stake in 
Uganda's first general election in IS years 
remained to be announced. 

Both main parties, the DP and the UPC, had 
claimed a parliamentary majority on the basis ol 
unofficial returns in elections aimed at ending 10 
years of military rule and turmoil and restoring 
constitutional government. 

The UPCs reported 44 seats put the party close 
towinning the 5 1 seats which would give a party the 
right to name the president for a five-year term. 

First returns were broadcast 24 hours alter the 
polls closed to climax a chaotic, bitter campaign 
marked by violence and charges ol intimidation and 
fraud. 

Military ruler Paulo Muwanga, under western 
and Commonwealth pressure, reversed a 24- 
hour-old ruling earlier today. 

Mr. Muwanga yielded control of the elections, 
telling reporters that his military commission, while 
"strongly backing former president Milton Obote 
during a turbulent campaign” would not act in 
lavour of any party. 

" We are committed to free and fair elections," he 
said. Mr. Muwanga said he had been in touch with 
leaders of Mr. Obote's socialist UPC and Mr. 
Ssemogerere’s DP, and that both parties were now 
satisfied with election arrangements. 

The DP had accused Mr. Muwanga and Mr. 
Obote, old friends, of trying to steal the election. 

Before Mr. Muwanga's announcement, obser- 
vers from the Commonwealth, the 43-nation 
association of Britain and her former colonics, said 
they would quit before completing their task ol 
judging the fairness of the voting because Mr. 
Muwanga bad seized the election apparatus and 
made their job impossible. 

^ The observers said Commonwealth Secretaiy- 
General Shridath Ramphal was in contact with 
Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere last 
night to bring pressure on Mr. Muwanga. 

Mr. Nyerere’s troops ousted Ugandan dictator 


Kampala was largely deserted this mommy, 
except lor jubilantcrowdsoutside the headquarters 
ol the DP and UPC. Offices ol two others parties 
that trailed in the voting were dosed. 

Banks and the Post Office remained closed. 
Many residents said they expected trouble when 
the results were announced. 

On Thursday, the DP claimed it won 7U ot the 
126 seats and the UPC got 2y. But Mr. Obote said 
his party got at least 66 seats and possibly more 
than 70. A party needs 51 seats to name the pres- 
ident. 

Mr. Obote, who is supported by Mr. Nyerere. 
had been widely favoured to win the elections! 
However, he faced strong opposition from the 
Bagundas, Uganda's most powerful tribe, whose 
members occupy many professional and most civil 
service posts. 

Mr. Obote tried to abolish the Bagunda King- 
dom shortly before his ouster, setting off intertribal 
warfare that intensified under Amin and has con- 
tinued sporadically.

ILO predicts worsening Asian poverty 


MANILA — The international Labour Organ- 
isation (ILO) warned that despite projections ot 
increased world economic production, poverty will 
continue to worsen in Asia in the coming years, 
afflicting more than SOO million people by 1987.

By that year. ILO Director 
General Francis Blanchard told 
delegate^ to an ILO Asian reg- 
ional meeting which opened here. 
SIS million Asians, excluding - 
mainland Chinese, will be unable 
to meet even basic necessities 
compared with 759 million des- 
titute Asians six vears ago. 


He also warned that projections 
ot increased worldwide economic 
activity in the 1930s may turn out 
to be "much too optimistic" in the 
lace ot current recession and other 
economic ills compounded by 
armed conflicts in Asia. 

Mr. Blanchard said a lack ol 
jobs was at the root ot Asian pov- 


erty. adding that at the beginning 
ot this year unemployment and 
underemployment rates had hit a 
"staggering" level ot 40 per cent, 
or more than 200 million people. 

ILO statistics, according to him. 
show the region's labour force will 
grow by 139 million over the next 
seven years with iO million Asian 
youths looking each year lor their 
first jobs. 

Six workers out of 10 in the 
world will be Asians by the end oi 
" 1967. according to Mr. Blanchard. 

Mr. Blanchard said that the 
developing countries musi carry 
the main burden ol their people's 
poverty though “their efforts can- 
not succeed without more sub- 
stantial. more sustained support 
Irom the richer countries" 

Although understood that 
industrialised countries them- 
selves were in deep economic 
Lroublc. Mr. Blanchard warned 
that by adopung protectionist 
measures at home, the developed 
countries "risk stilling inter- 
national trade, jeopardising the 
resurgence ol the world economy 
and undermining the long-term 
interests of developed and 
developing countries alike." 

Mr. Blanchard's sentiments 
were echoed by Philippine Pres- 
ident Ferdinand E. Marcos, who 
charged m a keynote speech to the 
conierence's delegates irom about 
30 countries that developed coun- 
tries have "short memories ot 
their own struggling beginnings."

In his speech. Mr. Blanchard 
said the locus ol the attack on 
poverty should be concentrated 
on the rural areas where the 
majority ol ihe impoverished 
Asian masses live. 

Mr. Blanchard asked the dele- 
gates to come up with recom- 
mendations on how to deal with 
the problems ol rural Asia: 
agricultural development, nun- 
agricultural employment, land 
reiorm. workers' organisations, 
recognition ol the role ul women: 
education ol rural youth and pro- 
vision ol essential social services. 

He warned, however, against 
governments in developing coun- 
tries curtailing workers’ rights in. 


the name ol progress. 

“in the search tor the stability 
that is so badly needed, and 
perhaps in pursuit ol short-term 
advantage, here may be a temp- 
tation to view trade unionism as a 
luxury." Mr. Blanchard said. 

“Freedom ot association is a 
lundamental principle of our 
organisation and a fundamental 
right." he added. “It is also. I pru- 
loundly believe, the only sure 
loundation lor sound industrial 
relations. Neither stability nor 
economic growth will be durable 
unless achieved under conditions 
ol human freedom".

TOKYO. Dec. 12 (AP) — U.S. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
urged Japanese leaders today to 
make greater efforts to boost 
defence spending to counter 
“aggressive Soviet behaviour.” 

Mr. Brown endorsed a proposal 
by the Japanese delence agency to 
raise its budget by 9.7 per cent 
next year “as a modest step in the 
right direction and said that more 
should be done," according to a 
statement released by the U.S. 
embassy here at the dose of the 
one-day talks. 

Japanese Prime Minister Zenko 
Suzuki, in an interview televised 
hours before Mr. Brown's arrival 
yesterday, said lack of revenue 
might torce his government to 
abandon its previous agreement to 
raise military outlay by 9.7 per 
cent tor fiscal year 1961. which 
begins next April. 

The finance ministry, seeking to 
curb deficit spending, has limited 
the increase ot the overall budget 
to 7.9 per cent above the fiscal 
I960 level of 46,000 billion yen 
( $2 1 9 billion ). This year Japan has 
earmarked 2.223 billion yen l$ 
10.5 billion) for defence. 

Mr. Brown met lor two hours 
with Japanese counterpart Joji 
Omura and later paid a courtesy 
call on Mr. Suzuki and Cabinet 
Secretary Kiichi Miyazawa. 


Mr. Brown told the Japanese 
that U.S. defence spending next 
year would be about 53 per cent 
of gross national product (GNY ). 
compared to 0.9 per cent ot GNP 
tor Japan and about 3 per cent for 
Western European nations. 

The U.S. defence secretary was 
scheduled to fly to Seoul tomor- 
row to confer with South Korean 
leaders on mutual security issues 
and reportedly to convey official 
U.S. concern over the death sen- 
tence imposed against opposition 
politician Kim Dae-jung. Mr. 
Kim, runner-up in' the last popular 
elections in South Korea in 1971, 
was convicted of plotting the over- 
throw ot the government and con- 
demned by a military tribunal in 
September. 

The embassy statement said 
that Mr. Brown and Mr. Omura 
“discussed the tense international 
situation created by the massive 
Soviet military buildup over the 
years and aggressive Soviet 
behaviour." 

"Secretary Brown reviewed 
efforts to date by the United 
States and its allies to respond to 
the (Soviet) challenge, including 
U.S. military activities in south- 
west Asia and the result ot the 
NATO planning committee which 
he just attended," the statement 
said.

PEKINu. Dec. 12 (AP) — 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung's widow 
branded witnesses against her as 
"revisionists" today, and tried to 
shut responsibility to Mao and the 
late premier Chou En-lai and 
finally was ordered removed irom 
court, Chinese sources reported. 

The periormance oi 6 7- 
year-old Jiang Qing, on trial lor 
her hie, was the latest in a series ol 
consistently defiant sessions m 
which she has maintained her 
innocence and righteousness. 

The sources said she was 
ordered taken out ol the supreme 
court belore 60U spectators alter 
she "wouldn't stop talking." They 
said the judge ordered her out 
alter testimony was concluded, 
the hearing was at an end and she 
repeatedly denounced the wit- 
nesses. 

She called them "spies" and 
"revisionists." meaning they had 
twisted the ideas oi Marx and 
Mao. they said. 

It was not known it she departed 
quietly or was physically ejected. 

She taced charges today ot 
framing and persecuting six 
deputy mayors ot Peking and sec- 
retaries ol the municipal partv 
committee. Four persons 
allegedly were persecuted to 
death, including lormer deputy 
mayor Wu Han. 

Jiang Qing. leader ot the Gang 
ot Four, was accused along with 
three persons, all ol them dead. 
They were late delence minister 
Lin Biuo. and lormer public sec- 
urity chiefs Kang Shcng and Xie 
Fuzhi. 

The witnesses against her were 
Wang Kun Lun, a lormer vice 
mayor and Liao Mo Shu. lormer 
director ol the city United Front 
Organisation. 

Jiang Qing previously has 
denounced her accusers in court, 
saying they were trying to destroy 
her because they never can des- 
troy Mao. sources reported. Mie 
also has said she is being charged 
wrongly with "contradictions 
among the people," — meaning 
political questions, not crimes. 

It was the first time the defen- 
dant is known to have mentioned 
the lute premier Chou in court. 


’ Details ot her statements were not 
known. 

Chou, the beloved premier, was 
widely regarded as pragmatic, 
moderate, humane and a states- 
man who mediated among con- 
tending lactions during the tumul- 
tuous 1966-76 Cultural Revolu- 
tion.
